They gave Jr. competitors a thrill, when the 
decision was made to start both the Jr. and Sr. 24K 
marathons at the same time - giving young paddlers 
the opportunity to compete against the Olympic 
champions. 

Not surprisingly, van Koeverden and Oldershaw 
finished 1st in their respective Sr. K1 and Cl classes. 

“I had no idea they were coming,” said Craig, who 
recently shared a table with Oldershaw, when Craig 
was presented with a Syl Apps Volunteer Achievement 
Award at the Ontario Sports Awards ceremony on 
April 19, for his work with Canoe Kayak Ontario. 

Craig presented van Koeverden with a prize for his 
first place finish in the Marsh Mash - a prize which 
included a bag of Holland Marsh onions. 

The 24K and 18K marathons, and 9K recreational 
classes, always attract kayakkers and canoeists from 
across Ontario, from athletes to recreational paddlers. 
Bradford West GwiUimbury Mayor, Doug White 
welcomed the paddlers, and thanked the Olympians 
for being role models, and inspiring the participants. 
He also issued an invitation for all to return to 
Bradford once the drainage improvement project in 
the HoUand Marsh has been completed - offering a 26 
to 27K circuit around the entire Marsh.

A public meeting under the 
Planning Act was held in Council 
on May 7, to hear the Zoning By¬ 
law Amendment application for 
3930 Yonge St. - a 6.3 acre property 
just north of Hon. Earl Rowe Public 

The owner, Roman Saly, has applied 
for an exception to the Agricultural 
Zoning, to permit the construction 
of a 20 m. by 70 m. kennel, described 
as designed for “temporary boarding 
purposes and occasional breeding.” 
Up to 40 dogs would be housed in the 
kennel, the application states. 

The property is currently a hobby 
farm, and is surrounded on three 
sides by agricultural land. 

The rezoning would not only 
facilitate the construction of the 
kennel, but recognize the location of 
the existing century barn, and reduce 
the parking requirement from 42 
spaces to 22, along one side of the 
kennel building. 

“The application appears to 
conform to the Town’s Official Plan,"

noted senior planner Tami Kitay, adding that Animal 
Control will be inspecting the facility before it is licensed, 
and has already recommended better screening, between 
the kennel and the nearby school yard, “to prevent 
barking.” 

“Barking dogs,” said Councillor Ron Simpson. "There’s 
houses in the vicinity, and that school - every time there’s 
kids in the school yard, is that going to set the dogs off?" 

Kitay explained that the kennel “will be required to 
comply with the Town By-law, with regards to barking 


There were no comments or questions from the public, 
and the Simcoe County District School Board had no 
objections to the application, which was referred back to 
staff for review, and a recommendation to Council. 

Skwarchuk expansion 

W.B Skwarchuk Ltd. has filed a Zoning By-law 
Amendment application, to permit the expansion of the 
Swarchuk Funeral Home on Simcoe Rd. 

In a Public Meeting under the Planning Act, May 7, 
the applicant asked for a site-specific amendment to 
the current Commercial Core zoning, that would waive 
parking and setback requirements. 

The proposed expansion calls for the demolition of 
the detached home at the south end of the property at 
Thomas St., and construction of a 1,003 sq. m. 2-storey 
addition. Although the existing Core Commercial zoning 
does not require off-stteet parking, the addition, under 
the Zoning By-law, would need 152 parking spaces and 
5 barrier-free parking spaces. Director of Planning Geoff 
McKnight noted that the public parking lots adjacent 
to the building or within a short walking distance have 
been “more than adequate for their needs. That will 
continue.” 

There is no intention to increase the number of funerals 
held at the facility, or expand the Chapel. The addition 
would, however, “otter an increased means of comfort to 
pattons, McKnight said, providing larger reception areas 
that could accommodate visitors. 

Councillor Gary Lamb noted that the parking 
requirements currently in the Zoning By-law are 
hampering investment in the downtown, where many 
properties extend to the lot line. He asked if those 
requirements would change, to encourage investment 
and revitalization. 

“One of the elements of that review is to reconsider the 
parking requirements,” McKnight agreed. 

“It’s a great footprint, especially in Downtown Bradford," 
said Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. of the proposal. “I would 
hope that our Community Improvement Plan project 
(can) offset the high cost of redevelopment.” 

"From a revitalization perspective, this is a ttemendous 
enhancement for the downtown,” said Mayor Doug 
White. “I think it’s just ttemendous to see this go forward, 
and remain in the downtown core.” 

There were no comments from the public. The 
information was referred to staff for review and 
recommendation to Council.

South Simcoe carries tax burden 


The final levy figures are in, 
allowing the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury to set the final 
tax rate for 2013. The good news 
is that the blended tax increase 
- combining Municipal, Simcoe 
County, Education Tax and 
Police levies-is only 1.5%. 

In fact, the South Simcoe 
Police levy declined by 5.04%, 
due to population growth 
combined with an actual 
reduction in 2013 expenditures. 

The bad news is that, although 
the overall County levy went 
up less than 1%, BWG's share 
jumped by 2.86% - reflecting 
its higher assessments and 
property values. 

“The Town of Bradford West 


Gwillimbury is picking up 
a greater piece of the pie," 
acknowledged Treasurer Ian 
Goodfellow. He noted that the 
average home price for Simcoe 
County is $290,000; in BWG, it is 
$343,000. 

“Are you saying we're 
subsidizing the folks in the 
north end of the County?” asked 
Councillor Ron Simpson. 

There are 16 member 
municipalities in the County - 
but three account for over 30% 
of the total levy. Innisfil pays 
$15,066 million, or 11.46% of the 
County total, New Tecumseth 
contributes $12,919 million or 
9.83%, and BWG pays $12,214 
million, or 9.29%.

Step up financial planning for blended families 


Many Canadian families are still of the ‘traditional’ kind but, 
according to Statistics Canada (StatsCan), their numbers are 
declining while those for blended families are growing.
